STATE LAWS PARAMOUNT,
Conflicting Ordinances of Town
Oouncils of No Force.

South Carolina municipalities
are not clothed with authority to
set aside or through their city or
town couucils modify or pass or-
dinances in conflict with acts of
the General Assembly, which are
paramount to laws of municipal
bodies just as the laws passed by
Congress take precedence over
State statutes. For the informa-
tion of those who may be other-
wise informed or who may be en-
tirely without information on the
subjeet, The Times, prints the fol-
lowing opinion recently written
on the subject by a South Caro-
lina authority :

‘‘Any munieipality chartered
under the general laws of the
State is purely and simply a
ereature of statute just as any
other:corporation is, and it gets
its powers solely from the acts
under which it is incorporated
and it is clothed with only such
authority as the statute law gives
it.  Certainly no town ordinance
is paramount to a statute pertain.
ing to any of the functions or au-
thority of that town, and where
there is a conflict between the
town ordinance and a statute, the
statute is paramount. This is not
only so provided in section 2995,
volume 1 of the Code of 1912, hut
is a well recognized principle of
law in connection with munieipal
ordinances,

« « "*The constitutionality of
any ordinance or statute can anly
be determined in the end by a
court of competent jurisdietion.
Of course any lawyer is entitlod
to his opinion of the constitution-
ality or unconstitutionalit - of an
act of the General Assembly or of
an ordinance of a municipality,
but this has no judicial weight
und certainly is not conclusive of
the guestion.”’
